60,000 OUT OF WO:.K 


Packers of Brittany Declare They 
Are Unable to Compete With 
Packers Outside 
tis, France.—One undred and 
sixteen sardine packing establish- 
ments In Brittany definitely closed 
down at the end of the year, throwing 
50,000 people out of employment, 

Some fifty factories in which other 
small fish are packed still remain open 
in the region around Concareau and 
Douarnenez, but will also be closed 
down on March 1. 

The closing down was decided . pon 
some ‘time ago by the syndicate of 
sardine packers, who declare (hat the 
present situation is ruinous, 

The fishermen asked for an increase 
in the price paid per 1000 for the raw 
sardines. This increase the packers 
were unable to grant. They say they 
are completely crushed by the cost of 
labor and their general expenses and 
are unabls to compete with the Span- 
ish and Portuguese packers, 

The French packers further declare 
that instead demanding higher 
wages per 1000 raw sardines the fish- 
ermen should have endeavored to se- 
cure the authorization to use revolv- 
ing nets in territorial waters, and thus 
increase their catch. 

Of the 60,000 hen, women an#i chil- 
dren who find their occupation gone 
by the closing of the packing estab- 
lishments, many, it {s expected, will 
have to leave their homes and seek 
work elsewhere. It is feared that 
much distress will result from the 
crisis,

Every farm has enough table slops 
and skimmed milk, smutty grain or 
other by-products to feed or nearly 
feed enough hogs for one’s own meat 
supply. If you will take an acre of

of the good grazing crops and then 
put a piece of mesh wire around it 
and turn the hogs in, you will raise 
thrift, economical hogs and the land 
you Use for this purpose will be so well 
fertilized in a year that it will be 
worth twice as much for producing 
your standard farm crops. 

Give your hogs an acre of your till- 
able land and prepare it for them, and 
you will find, if you will keep books. 
that it pays you more net profit than 
any other acre on the farm. of 
course if you put your hogs in a little 
6 x 6 pen and feed them nothing but 
corn and have no shelter for them 
either from sun or rain and keep them 
thin in the summer so they won't 
get hot instead of giving them water 
under a nice shade tree, you may be 
disappointed. If you abuse the hog 
this way he is not going to bring you 
in any revenue. But if you will give 
your hogs a fighting chance they will 
take it and make good. : 

When you start out to raise your 
meat supply for next year get a bred 
gilt or a pair of pigs that are of good 
registered stock. The difference in 
cost is so little’ between them, and 
grades and the difference in economy 
of production is so great that a man 
is making a mistake who buys less 
than the best. ‘Then, aside from the 
difference in profit, good hogs are so 
much easier to handle and you will 
have so much better quality of meat 
when you kill. It does not take near 
the fencing for good hogs, either.

ROAR OF THE ARCTIC. | 


Bullen Thunder of the Gales and the 
{ “Voices of the Ice.” 

Most of us cherish the Idea that In 
_the far reaches of the Aretie circle 
there prevails an everlasting death- 

, ike stillness. But those who have 
spent much time in the far north as- 
sure us that that region is far from 

| belng silent, although so little life is 
| Manifest for the greater part of the 
year. 

On polar seas the, {ce, though thick 
and solid as granite, ts hardly ever still, 
There are tides in the arctic, and 

| these lift and lower the huge icefields, 

| causing them to give out all manner 
of noises. Even as late as November 
the pack will wake up without warn- 
ing and pile itself in huge heaps with 

indescribable crashings, groanings and 
_foarings. Peary speaks of the “rabid 
roar” of the “tumbling chaos of ice 
blocks.” His Esikimos were terribly 
) frightened and set up weird howlings. 
| The dogs whined and barked, and alto- 
gether the noise was terrific. Every 
arctic explorer has given similar ac- 
counts, 

| The movements of the iJce—the grad- 

tal crowding and pressing, bending 
and pushing, the breaking of the 
masses of snow lying at the “ice foot” 
~have given rise to the expression of 


explorers, “The voices of the ice.” It | 


may be that one will hear a low sing- 
‘Ing, splashing or grumbling, alternat- 
ing with various other sounds, crack- 
ing and snapping. ‘These sound irreg- 
ularly from a great distance, like a 
| confusion of human voices, the racket 
of a railway train or the skurrying of 
a siedging party. Then, again, the 
noises are such as to cause the ex- 
plorer to fancy he bears the steps and 
voices of various species of animals, 

Spring is the noisiest time in the po- 
lar seas. McClure of the Investigator 
compared the breaking up of the ice 
at that season to heavy thunder or the 
sound of great guns. Another writer 
likened the sound of the breaking Ice 
floe to that produced by a yolcanic 
eruption, 

Moreover, the air in the arctic re- 
| gions is seldom absolutely still, Gales 
{are frequent. The winter winds, ac- 
cording to Peary, blow witb almost 
unimaginable fury. On one occasion 
in the cabins of the Roosevelt the 
sound resembled that of some gigantic 
power plant, everything vibrating to 
the pulsation of the machinery. The 
whole atmosphere was filled with the 
deep, sullen roar of the wind, and so 
| thick was the cloud of snow picked up 

and swept forward on the wings of the 

gale that powerful lamps were invisi- 
| ble ten feet away. 


| On high ground, such as that of in- 
ner Greenland, the wind is never still.

Because, while cereals and fruits can 
only be successfully grown in certain 
sections, poultry can be raised for ta- 
ble use or layers of eggs in all parts 
of the country. 

Because poultry raising is an em-. 
ployment 1 which the farmer's wife 
and daughters can engage and leave 
him free to attend to other depart- 
ments. 

Because it will bring the best return 
In the shape of new laid eggs during 
the winter season, when the farmer has 
most time on his hands. ! 

Because to start poultry raising on 
the farm requires little or no capital. 
Under any circumstances, with proper 
management, poultry can be made with 
little cost a valuable adjunct to the 
farm.

It is economy to buy hives in the flat 
and put them together at leisure time, 
rather than to buy them all nailed aud 
painted, as the latter cost about one- 
third more. Even a novice can put
